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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.

Claims 62-81 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-75, 1-26 and 1- 
39 of copending Application No. 10/013973, 10/026,415 and 10/084,763 respectively. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because all teach systems having a membrane for sample acquisition and a 
reading device to analyze the sample for the analyte(s) of interest. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 



be found in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 62-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
EP 0308770 (noted as "EP" hereafter and cited in the 6/12/06 IDS) or DeSimone et al. 
(USP 4,833,088). 

Both of these references are substantially identical and use the same element 
numbers. 

These references teach a reflectance photometer system(10) that receives test 
strips(24). Each test strip(24) has a reagent pad(22). These references teach that 
accurate photometric readings, it is essential that ambient light is prevented from 
interfering with the measurements. Both teaches light seal(70) to block ambient 
leakage. The test strip(124) is pressed against aperture plate(166) which is transparent 
to the desired analysis. The claimed "lateral flow membrane strip" has been read on the 
taught strip(24). The claimed "reading device" has been read on the taught system(10). 
The claimed "light barrier" has been read on the taught seal(70). The claimed "bottom 
plate" has been read on the taught aperture plate(166).
